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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  1953 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
concerning  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District  for  1953. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  home  population  was  28,840 
— an  increase  of  210  over  that  of  1952. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  fell  from  11.1  to  10.7  per  1,000  estimated  popula- 
tion. 

The  uncorrected  Birth  Rate  fell  from  19.17  to  18.5  per  estimated  population 
which  is  a remarkably  small  decline.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was 
15.5  per  1,000  popluation.  Bedlingtonshire  is  therefore  maintaining  a birth 
rate  greatly  above  the  average  for  the  country. 

There  were  20  infant  deaths  during  1953  and  of  these  11  died  within  the 
first  month.  The  number  of  deaths  from  causes  that  might  have  been  pre- 
vented was  3. 

Deaths  from  prematurity  numbered  8 — a very  high  proportion.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  37.31  per  1,000  live  births.  This  still  remains 
above  the  figure  lor  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

There  were  409  notifications  of  infectious  disease.  Whooping  Cough  proved 
to  be  the  disease  which  provided  the  greatest  number  of  cases — 215.  This  was 
an  epidemic  which  spread  throughout  the  district.  Although  it  cannot  be 
proved,  it  was  felt  that  the  area  where  intensive  immunisation  against  this 
disease  had  been  carried  out  was  least  affected. 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria.  This  is  now  the  third  year 
without  a notification  of  this  disease,  and  provided  the  opportunities  are  taken 
to  have  children  immunised  against  the  disease,  there  is  no  reason  why  this 
happy  state  of  affairs  should  not  continue. 

The  Council  is  still  continuing  with  the  policy  of  building  modern  houses. 
There  is  still  room  for  new  houses  in  Bedlingtonshire  to  replace  the  out  of  date 
colliery  rows  and  substandard  property.  Saturation  point  is  not  far  away, 
however,  and  I think  it  is  true  to  say  that  within  the  forseeable  future  Bedling- 
ton  will  be  in  the  happy  position  of  having  got  rid  of  practically  all  of  its  slum 
property  and  havings  provided  modern  houses  for  the  tenants. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  and  to  the  other  Council  officials  for  their 
unfailing  courtesy.  I would  like  to  thank  the  Health  Department  staff  for 
the  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  during  the  year.

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  40  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  in  1953,  44  fewer  than  in  1952. 
The  disease  was  again  mild  in  character  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  215  notified  cases  of  whooping  cough  an  increase  of  200  over 
1952.  The  epidemic  was  spread  over  the  whole  shire  but  it  appeared  that 
fewer  cases  and  milder  cases  occurred  in  the  Hartford  Camp  area  where  con- 
siderable numbers  of  babies  had  been  immunised  against  the  disease.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

Measles 

/ 

There  were  165  cases  of  measles  notified  in  1953  compared  with  the  406 
in  1952.  This  was  not  unexpected  following  the  epidemic  year  of  1952. 

Dysentery 

There  was  one  isolated  case  of  Sonne  dysentery. 

Typhoid  Fever 

There  was  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  notified  in  1953.  It  was  discovered 
that  the  grandmother-in-law  (72  years)  was  a typhoid  carrier.  The  patient 
eventually  cleared  but  the  carrier  still  persists.  All  members  of  the  household 
were  offered  inoculation  against  typhoid. 

Paratyphoid  Fever 

There  was  one  case  of  paratyphoid  notified  in  1953.  This  was  a child  of 
3 years.  No  other  member  of  the  family  was  infected  and  every  effort  to  trace 
the  source  of  infection  failed. 

Erysipelas 

There  were  three  cases  of  erysipelas  notified  during  1953. 

Diphtheria 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  1953.  This  is  the  third  suc- 
cessive year  that  no  cases  have  occurred.

There  were  42  notifications  of  tuberculosis  (29  Pulmonary,  18  non-pulmon- 
ary)  during  1953.  There  were  five  deaths. 


The  number  of  pulmonary  cases  notified  rose  by  5 and  this  may  well  be 
due  to  the  increased  diagnostic  facilities  and  the  great  care  that  is  taken  in 
tracing  contacts  of  notified  cases  by  the  Chest  Clinic.  Children  who  are  con- 
tacts and  who  are  negative  reactors  are  offered  vaccination  against  tuberculosis 
which  increases  their  immunity  to  the  disease^ 

In  certain  schools  the  pupils  of  leaving  age  were  offered  tuberculosis  tests. 
Where  the  tests  were  positive,  facilities  for  X-ray  were  given  and  the  family 
was  carefully  checked  for  possible  latent  cases.  In  the  case  of  negative  reactors 
the  pupils  were  offered  vaccination. 


It  is  hoped  to  extend  this  scheme  to  the  child  welfare  centres.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


All  houses  in  the  district  with  the  exception  of  one  house  at  Grove  Villa 
receive  a mains  supply  from  the  Tynemouth  Water  Undertaking.  The  supply 
is  adequate  and  of  good  quality. 

During  the  year  another  21  houses  have  been  provided  with  an  internal 
water  supply  bringing  the  total  number  installed  since  the  war  to  657. 

The  number  of  houses  using  a standpipe  in  the  back  street  or  private 
yard  has  been  further  reduced  to  692  which  means  a reduction  of  156  on  last 
year’s  hgure.  437  of  these  are  owned  by  the  National  Coal  Board  and  prac- 
tically all  of  them  are  sub-standard  houses  which  are  ear-marked  for  demolition. 

The  Humford  Mill  open-air  swimming  baths,  used  only  in  the  summer 
months,  again  attracted  the  large  number  ot  19,970  adults  and  children  plus 
35  season  ticket  holders  and  organised  classes  from  the  local  schools. 

The  water  is  chlorinated,  is  tested  frequently,  and  sampled  periodically  for 
bacteriological  examination.

SUB-STANDARD  HOUSES 


The  following  table  again  shows  the  splendid  progress  which  the  Council 
has  made  since  the  end  of  the  war  in  tackling  the  slum  problem  in  the  district. 
Since  the  last  annual  report  a further  157  families  have  been  rehoused  from 
property  which  has  been  demolished  or  closed,  104  of  them  from  permanent- 
type  houses  and  53  from  temporary  army  huts  at  Hartford. 


The  total  number  of  families  rehoused  is  shown  to  be  no  less  than  749,  a 
remarkable  achievement  which  has  accounted  for  the  worst,  if  not  the  larger 
part,  of  the  bad  houses  of  the  district  at  a time  when  the  country  as  a whole 
is  arranging  its  slum  programme.

Milk  Supply 

There  is  now  only  one  registered  dairy  within  the  district  selling  unbottlcd 
milk,  the  remaining  34  registered  distributors  retail  pasteurised,  tuberculin 
tested,  accredited  and  sterilised  milks  in  bottles  as  they  receive  them. 

28  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
2(5  for  bacteriological  examination  and  2 for  biological  examination.  Ihe 
latter  were  both  found  to  be  negative  and  free  from  tuberculosis.

Ice  Cream 

The  position  remains  the  same  as  in  former  years.  There  are  three  ice 
cream  manufacturers  in  the  district,  two  of  them  making  ice  cream  by  means 
of  the  heat  treatment  method  as  laid  down  in  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment) 
Regulations,  1947,  and  the  other  by  the  cold  mix  process.  These  premises  are 
inspected  regularly  and  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  always  maintained. 

49  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year,  20  were  grade  1,  13 
w-ere  grade  2,  6 w ere  grade  3 and  10  grade  4. 

4 samples  of  iced  lollipops  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Meat  Inspection 

For  what  we  now  know  to  be  the  final  year  prior  to  decontrol  the  Ministry 
of  Food  Slaughterhouse  has  continued  in  operation  at  the  premises  of  the  Bed- 
lington  C.W.S. 

A 100%  post  mortem  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  organs  together  with 
ante-mortem  inspection  of  all  animals  before  slaughter  has  been  carried  out. 

At  the  time  of  writing  we  are  entering  upon  a period  during  which  we  are 
to  revert  to  the  licensing  of  private  slaughterhouses,  a retrograde  step  which 
no-one,  least  of  all  the  butchers  themselves,  thought  would  ever  be  taken. 
Centralised  slaughtering  has  enabled  local  authorities  to  ensure  complete 
inspection  of  all  food  animals  before  and  after  slaughter  and  whatever  the 
outcome  of  the  new  system  will  be,  one  thing  is  certain,  it  will  bring  added 
responsibilities  and  difficulties  upon  the  meat  inspectors.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  Ministry  will  speed  up  the  building  of  new  abattoirs  which  will  permit 
private  slaughtering  to  be  carried  out  under  a centralised  system.
